1. THE RESULT OF THE BALLOT sent out in the May bulle- 


tin on the proposed change of hour of morning worship 


during summer Sundays from 11 a.m. to 10 a.m. is very 
decisively in favour of the change. Therefore, begin- 
ning Sunday, June 30th, and running to Sunday, Septem- 
ber lst inclusive, Services each Sunday at Christ Church 
will be: 8 a.m. Holy Communion; 10 a.m. Morning Prayer 
D oem Holy Communion alternately; 7.30 p.m. shortened 
Evening Prayer. The vote by ballot represented the op- 
inion of well over 200 people. In addition a straw 
vote was taken in the Vestry, in the Choir, and several 
of the organizations, and there is no doubt that amongst 
those heard from the very large majority are in favour 
of the change. A considerable number would be quite 
satisfied with either hour, and those who voted against 
the change were all contacted by the Rector (so far as 
we had their names); and while they favour sticking to 
ll a.m., they indicated that without personal hardship 
they would adapt themselves to the 10 a.m. hour. It 


should be clearly understood that this change applies 
only to the Sundays indicated, June 30th to Sept. lst

Mrs. Baker will make 
special provision in the Luxton Room for children five 
years and under. Summer Sundays are a very fine time 
for families to worship together, whether at home or 
away on holiday. Here at Christ Church the Nursery for 
children up to two years will be maintained each Sunday 
during the summer, and there will also be a competent 
person on hand each Sunday to look after any children 
eight years and under.

Please remember 
that Services will continue for June 16th and 23rd at 
the usual hours: Holy Communion 8 and 9.30 a.m., Morn- 
ing Prayer 11 a.m., and Evening Prayer 7.30 p.m. The 
Coffee Hour following the 11 a.m.

3. WE SHALL NEED THE HELP CF THE WHOLE CONGREGATION 
if Christ Church is to meet its financial obligations 
both "within and beyond the Parish" for the year 1963. 
The financial statement to the end of May shows that we 
are running some $3,000. behind our givings for the 
same period in 1962. The Rector joins the Wardens in 
an urgent request to each one of you to see that your 
pledged givings both for the Operating Budget of your 
Church and the Building Fund are brought up-to-date not 
later than the end of June. There is no need to wait 
till you get your half-yearly statement in July from 
the Envelope Secretary. Please look up your own record 
and do something now. We ask also that if you are not 
contributing in any systematic way to your Church, you 
do your best to help through a special gift during the 
month of June. Dedicated, proportionate and systematic 
giving to the work of Christ and His Church is not only 
pleasing to God, and a spiritual strength to all who do 
it, but it is also the one real answer to the common

2. GOOD FRIDAY. Children's Service at 10 a.m. in the 
Church, conducted by Mr. Barnett and Mrs. Baker, with 
Junior Choirs present, and followed by Good Friday film. 
THE THREE HOURS SERVICE (12 noon to 3 p.m.). The Rev. 
Dr. F. H. W. Crabb, Principal of Emmanuel College, 
Saskatoon, a gifted Cbristian teacher and preacher, 

who will lead us to the heart of the meaning for our 
daily lives of our Lord's Seven Words from the Cross, 
writes as follows: "І should be grateful if you will 
ask your people to observe certain simple and practi- 
cal disciplines for this three hours. (a) If it is 
practicable at all to have the whole three hours from 
noon to 3 p.m. in Church. No one who has never accep- 
ted the full discipline can appreciate the rich re- 
ward. (b) Where this is not possible, to arrange to 
arrive and depart at the singing of a hymn which will 
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take place at 20-minute periods during the watch - i.e. 
at the hour and at twenty minutes past and twenty minutes 
to the hour. (с) For those who must be at home or pos- 
sibly at work, and particularly for those confined 
through age or sickness, I suggest that you too observe 
the full three hours. At least, that you take up a word 
of our Lord from the Cross and think about it, meditate 
on it, and let it soak down deep into your subconscious 
mind. Make it your own. Let Him speak to you -- where- 
ever you may chance to be -- at least for a few minutes 
three times each hour for these three hours." This 
Service is a rare opportunity for everyone. I ask as 
Dr. Crabb does for your prayers and presence. I par- 
ticularly hope that members of all our Parish organiza- 
tions, all influenced by the Mission, all members of 
Bible study groups, all Sunday School teachers, all 
young people including those recently confirmed, will 
not miss this opportunity. See also the Saturday Church 
page re Dr. Crabb and this Service.
